His refer- 
ence was to the searching enterprise of the 
American packer as a public provider. The

sion of the meat trade as viewed from the 


size and the number of large plants going up, 


exclamation is true in a sense. 


as well as the growth of those already in ex- 
istence and the multiplication of their branch 
houses in almost every hamlet in the country 
gives the impression that these big concerns 
are making and gathering in all of the money 
in the land. The truth of the matter is that 
by the aid of the by-product the selling price 
of each species of food put out from the pack- 
ing house is so cheap that the individual pro- 
ducer finds that he can buy hams, bacon, lard 
and similar eatables cheaper than he can pro- 
duce them. For this reason the home and 
the farm in every nook and cornet of the 


land eat the packinghouse product and bend 
the domestic energy to other things than the 
raising of meat and grease foods. ‘The Amer- 
ican family thus becoming a customer of the 
packinghouse opens a wider domestic field for 
these houses to exploit and to hold. 

The people do not eat any more. They 
simply buy what they need from a different 
source, because it is cheaper than they can 
raise it. This absorbs the customer of the 
private slaughterer, and enlarges the scope of 
the big factory. 

Thirty years ago farmers, and other pri- 
vate families, slaughtered more home-raised 
hogs, sheep and other stock than they do now. 
They made their own lard, hams, bacon, sau- 
sages and soap. The offal, the entrails, and 
other parts of the animal were thrown away 
as pure wastes. The by-products of an ani- 
mal’s carcass are worth more than the dressed 
carcass left for sale for the table. To the 
farmer the by-product was mostly a dead loss. 
For instance, the Southern farmers through 
North Carolina, Georgia, South Carolina and 
other States used to raise their own small 
herds of stock and slaughter them, or, as 
latterly, in the case of swine, buy them from 
a Tennessee or Kentucky “hog drover” at 3% 
to 5 cents per pound live weight. “Dry salt” 
bacon (heavy pickled bellies) from these hogs 
cost them fully 10 cents per pound. They can 
buy the same meat for 64% to 7 cents per 
pound from the packer. The farmer saw this 
so he now kills 75 per cent less of hogs than 
he did before, and buys his lards as well from 
the great meat providers of this country. In 
invading the home to feed it, the packer 
saves money to the family by furnishing it a 
better article at a lower price, and thus re- 
leases the energy of the agriculturalist for the 
production of a better paying commodity. The 
packer has not served the sandwiches yet, but 
he has reduced the household expenses. 


IN THE INTEREST OF JUSTICE. 

We publish in this issue the last install 
ment of the verbatim report of the War Court 
of Inquiry. The National Provisioner, which 
stood foremost in the fight against sensation 
al slander and defamation committed against 
one of the most important American indus 
tries, regards it as its duty to give the widest 
possible circulation to the findings of a court, 
which as to its impartiality and conscientious 
ness stands unequaled in modern American 
history. The higher in rank the man stood 
who first proclaimed the outrageous accusa 
against American contractors, the 
larger the number of newspapers which for 
months and months almost exclusively dwelt

upon “Embalmed beef,” the more it appears 
unavoidably necessary to spread the correct 
information about the actual condition of af 
fairs in contrast with the continued misrep- 
resentations by scores of influential newspa- 
pers. The great harm, which was inflicted 
upon our American meat industry by these 
methodical and preconcerted misrepresenta- 
tions, could never be undone. Newspaper 
readets are but human beings, and it is not 
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to be woudered at that even the housewife 
shrank from the purchase and the use of meat 
which allegedly poisoned our brave soldiers 
and of which it was claimed that it could be 


“ombalned” it 


the ordinary course of pro- 
duction. The German Agrarians who pre- 
icnd to protect the German consumers from 
the American manufacturers, who they say 
did not hesitate to poison their own brave 
soldiers, are but more pronounced specimens 
of ill-informed newspaper readers. It was by 
no means surprising that the same newspa- 
pers who had for months spread the most ex- 
trnaordinary stories about “embalmed beef” 
did not print the documentary refutation of 
their assertions contained in the report of the 
Court of Inquiry. It has been but natural 
that the readers of such newspapers, which 
tried their best to discredit the report, were 
not induced to read even the brief extracts 
published by the same, especially as they 
were published in daily papers at the begin- 
ning of a busy working day. On the other 
hand, it is necessary to read the full report in 
order to appreciate its thoroughness, im- 
partiality and efticiency, and for that reason 
The National Provisioner has published it. 

In our editorial of Jan. 7, The National 
Provisioner stated, among other things: 

“We do not attempt a defence of any firm 
or any enterprise which would knowingly 
supply poison and virus to their soldiers in 
the field or to citizens at home but we 
cannot infer that concerns whose future bus- 
iness depended upon the faithful performance 
of important publie contracts and whose long 
and reputable business career fully justifies 
the reposing of trust in them would be so 
foolish as to be guilty of the serious charges 
which General Miles seeks to lay at their 
doors. If the packers of this country are 
guilty of the fearful criminality charged to 
them no punishment is too severe. We 
have many excellent: reasons for believing 
that the great American packers will come 
out of chis controversy and out of the investi 
entions of the court with eredit.” 

On April 15 last, The National Provisioner 
wii: 

“The American meat industry is, of course, 
very much interested in the possibility of 
using its produets for rations in all climates 
and on land as well as at sea. Bat it is still 
more interested in the full maintenance of Its 
life-long and well-merited reputation for fur 
nishing the best and most wholesome anid 
cheapest food for man. And that the Court 
of Inquiry will but re-establish this fact 
against all attempts of malignant assailants, 
we doubt not for a moment.” 


The National Provisioner’s confidence — in 


the intrinsic merit of American meat prod 
ucts has been fully borne out by the investi- 
gations and findings of the Court of Inquiry, 
ond all that appears necessary now is to give 


the greatest possible cireulation to the same. 


OVERDOING OIL. 

The starting up of so great a number of 
cottonseed oil mills last year, and the healthy 
condition of most of them has been the in- 
spiration for the recent innumerable number 
of charters for new mills all over the South. 
This may have two results. One of these 
may be to overstimulate the cottonseed mar- 
ket and cause a rise in the price of the raw 
material to the mills themselves even if there 
is no shortage in the cotton crop this year. 
The other result may he to throw a larger 
amount of cotton oil upon the market next 


season. This will not be an encouraging sit- 
uation in the face of the French higher duties, 
and ather unfriendliness to the American pro- 
duct. The ultimate result must be that some 
of these mills will have an unsuccessful run. 

An over-expansion of the factory side of the 
cottonseed oil business seems ill-advised at a 
time when there appears to be but little chance 
of an equal expansion in the consumptive de- 
mand. Another disturbing element is the ill- 
advised antagonism to this article by other 
interests, legislatures and the courts of cer- 
tain states. Cotton oil is a pure vegetable 
product which is not unwholesome in itseif 
nor injurious to health in any way whatever. 
Looking over the ground from all of its cor- 
ners we do not see a hopeful situation for the 
trade in this factory fever which now fires the 
Cotton Belt, 


A PRODUCB EXCHANGE COM- 
MITTEE OF WELCOME. 

Many commercial and private bodies have 
already made a move to help honor Admiral 
Dewey upon his arrival home after his in- 
comparably brilliant record in the East. The 
New York Chamber of Commerce has se- 
lected a committee to represent that body at 
the reception of the great Admiral. We offer 
the suggestion and we think it is proper that 
the New York Produce Exchange—the larg- 
est commercial body in the world—also have 
a committee to represent it at the reception 
of our nation’s hero, There is plenty of time 
to act deliberately in the matter, but we think 
that our hint to form a committee to assist 
at the reception should be acted upon at once 
and a strong and influential committee of wel- 
come be appointed and be duly authorized to

THE PROFITS THAT SLIP AWAY. 


A packinghouse chemist once walked up to 
# country abattoir owner, drew his attention 
to a littl: stream of water running past his 
place and said: “You're letting a fortune run 
to waste in that.” After going over his 
tunks, vats, and other crude paraphernalia 
with him he convineed the slaughterer that 
he was saving his capital, but throwing away 
his profits. “And I've been doing so for 
years,” the man replied. This incident shows 
up a general state of many plants. 

The packinghouse and the abattoir have 
solved to some extent the by-product ques- 
tion, but not entirely so, The matters of 
tankage and waste have not been entirely 
disposed of even by the best equipped con- 
cerns. It has been intimated that three new 
products might be won from fresh blood 
alone. While uric acid impregnated with its 
natural salt is a small unclaimed by-product 
of the animal, it is largely used in the “be- 
tuning” of tobacco. This chemical of the 
quadruped has not heretofore been so largely 
accepted by handlers of the weed; saltpetre 
having been more generally used. 

The losses entailed by picklers of pelts is 
much larger than the look of the uninviting 
and malodorous waste would at first glance 


suggest. Small stock slaughterers generally 
go by main strength and awkwardness and 
seldom look upon the filth and offal incidental 
to the work of the currier as possessing any 
ralue whatever. These same uncanny wastes 
in the hands of an expert packinghouse chem- 
ist are readily seen in a new light, and may 
assume a commercial importance which the 
dealer previously had no reason to suspect. In 
these days of close margins no source of profit 
ean be neglected by any commercial concern.

FOREIGN INSPECTION REQUIRE- 
MENT 


In the last batch of our European corre- 
spondence, we received letters which enable 
us to further supplement the important mat- 
ter given in previous issues of The National 
Provisioner in regard to the requirements of 
foreign governments concerning the  micro- 
scopical and other inspection of American 
meats entering their borders. We have 
sought this information from each of the for- 
eign governments and are pleased to be able 
to publish the official data forwarded from 
time to time, to this paper. 





Requirements in Austria. 


From a very high Government official in 
Vienna we have received the following com- 
munication: 

Dear Sir:—Pursuant to your request of the 
14th ultimo, this office made application to 
the proper authorities and has just received 
the following information: 

Ad. 1. For fresh carcass beef no certificate 
is demanded, but for all other articles of 
fresh or cured meats and in especial for the 
import from the United States of America 
into Austria-Hungary of hogs, of pork and of 
all sorts of bacon and sausages, it is de- 
manded, conformably to a decree of the Min- 
istry of Finance of Aug. 4, 1804, Z1 35,336, 
folio 33 ex. of the Regulations, 1894, that 
these provisions bear the official, original cer- 
tificate prescribed by the United States of 
America, attesting that they have been duly 
inspected and microscopically examined as 
to their sanitary and unhurtful condition. 

Copies of the original certifiente, even if 
legalized, or certificates of sanitary police ex- 
aminations made elsewhere, do not receive 
uny consideration, 

Further, hog products imported from Amer 
ican, if they do not arrive in the original and 
uninjured packing, are sent back uncondition 
ally. 


Dutch Requirements. 


From a high official source we are enabled 
to give the important information in the sub- 
joined letter, to this paper: 

Dear Sir:—In reply to your favor IT beg to 
inform you that the importation of fresh beef 
and pork into the Netherlands is prohibited 
and that no certificates of any kind are re- 
quired for the importation of hams or other 
cured beef or hog product, though such pro- 
duce is generally accompanied with United 
States interstate certificates, 

I have this information from the local rep- 
resentative of Swift and Company, of Chi- 
cago, who assures me it is correct.

FULL REPORT OF WAR COURT OF INQUIRY. 


(Concluded from last week.) 


In respect to the allegation that the re- 
frigerated beef had been treated with preserv- 
atives, but little testimony has been submitted 
by the Major-General-Commanding in sup- 
port of his contention. There is substantial 
unanimity in the testimony of officers who 
used the beef in Cuba and Porto Rico, as well 
as in the camps of instruction in the United 
States, that, at the time of such use, they had 
no reason to believe, or cause to suspect, that 
it had been chemically treated with a view to 
its preservation. There is absolutely no testi 
mony to the effect that the refrigerated beef 
was so treated while in process of manufac- 
ture; on the other hand, the testimony is un- 
varying that cold air alone is relied upon as 
a preservative agent. This absence of testi 
mony is significant when it is remembered 
that 12,000 animals are killed daily in the 
registered packinghouses in Chicago, Omaha, 
St. Joseph and Kansas City, and that 20,000 
men are employed in preparing the product 
for market, exclusive of those having to do 
with its transportation in refrigerator cars and 
steamers, and with its final distribution at 
the selling agencies in the principal cities and 
towns in the United States. 

If it be a fact that chemicals are habitually 
used in the preparation of the beef for mar- 
ket, apparatus for such application must be 
provided, space must be set apart for the in 
stallation and operation of the chemicalizing 
plant, chemicals and other materials must be 
purchased and distributed, and employes must 
be trained and assigned to duties in connec- 
tion with the preserving process. Of the ex- 
istence of such a plant there is no evidence 
whatever in any of the registered packing- 
houses which were visited by the court in the 
course of its investigation; nor has a single 
person appeared, or offered to apper, to testi- 
fy as to the use or application of chemica's 
or other preservatives in connection with the 
preparation of the beef for market. 

There is similar testimony from those 
charged with the transportation of the meat 


by rail and its distribution throughout the 


United States. To enable such chemiealiza- 
tion to be made in transit by rail, the collu 
sion of the railroad employes would be neces 


sary, since the refrigerator cars are, sealed 
when loaded by the agents of the railroad, in 
addition to the sealing of the packing com 
panies. If such a practice existed, know!l- 
edge of its existence would soon become com- 
mon among the large numbers of persons em- 
ployed in various capacities by the several 
packinghouses and transportation companies, 
and so become known to the world at large. 
The inference drawn by the court from the 
absence of such testimony can only be ad 
verse to the existence of the practice alleged 
to prevail by the Major-General Commanding. 

The testimony submitted by the Major-Gen- 
eral Commanding, in respect to the chemical- 
ization of beef, has to do in every case with 
the meat at the time of its issue to the troops, 
none of it, as has been seen, relating to the 
use of preservative agents in the course of its 
slaughter or preparation for market. 

It is proper to remark at this point, in qual- 
ification of what has just been said, that one 
lot of fresh beef prepared by a process in- 
vented by Dold & Co., of Kansas City, Mo., 
was issued to the troops in Porto Rico with 
very satisfactory results. Another small 
quantity of beef was subjected to treatment 
by Mr. Powell at Chicago, IIL, after 
wards transported to Port Tampa, where it 
was exposed to the weather, as has already 
been described. 

An examination of the evidence of those 
who testify to their belief that preservatives 
had been employed dif 
ference of view as to the substances used and 
the mode of their application. In one 
boric acid is suspected; in another, salicylic 
acid. One witness testified that he found 
boric acid at one time and salicylic acid at 
another; another testified that these acids 
were used in combination; still another sus- 
pected that formaldehyde had been employed. 
As to the method of application, there is a 
similar divergence of opinion. One witness 
suggests that the meat was washed or coated 
with a‘preservative preparation; another that 
it had been dipped or soaked; two witnesses 
testify that chemicals had been arterially in 
jected. 

As to 
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shows considerable 


case 
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that the meat issued to his command about 
July 4 had a light color, resembling salmon, 
and that this peculiarity had been observed 
by others, notably by the cook of one of the 
companies of his regiment, who was a prac- 
tical butcher. He also testified that the meat 
looked dark where it had been cut by a knife, 
and to Verify this test the experiment was re- 
peated with another knife, with the same re- 
sult. He then tested the meat for salicylic 
acid, the tincture-of-iron test being used, and 
alleges that traces of that acid were found as 
a result of the experiment. Subsequently 
the same witness stated that he tested the 
meat for boric acid at a chemical laboratory 


in Jacksonville, Fla., and explained to the 
court the details of the experiment, which 
are as follows: 


Q. What was the test for boracie acid? 

A. The boracic-acid test is a more delicate 
test. I made use of the turmeric paper, dip- 
ping the turmeric paper into the solution— 
the suspected solution—and it turned it to an 
orange. Then, treating that again with aqua 
ammonia turned it to a dark brown. 

If the experiment was conducted de- 
scribed by the witness, the result was to 
prove not the but the absence of 
boric acid. He is also in error as to the effect 
of salicylic acid upon iron or steel, and two 
agree in saying that there is no 
chemist and no chemical laboratory in Jack- 
sonville.

As to the light color attributed to the meat 
as a consequence of the alleged use of sali- 
cylic acid, it is establihed as a result of care- 
ful experiment that, while the immediate ef- 
fect of applying salicylic acid to meat is to 
lighten its color, the effect soon disappears, 
and the meat resumes its normal color in 
from nine to twenty hours. In view of the 
fact that nearly the entire evidence of this 
witness is rebutted by the testimony of other 
witnesses of equal credibility, and as the con- 
clusions reached by him are not supported by 
the laws of organic chemistry, the court be- 
lieves it to be its duty to reject this testimony 
from consideration 

The testimony of Dr. W. H. Daly, which 
has been carefully considered by the court. 
is substantially as follows: 

On June 14, 1898, just as the § 
pedition was about to sail, his attention was 
drawn to one of several quarters of beef 
which had been treated by a process discoy- 
ered by a Mr. Powell, of New York, and ex- 
posed to atmospheric action on one of the 
transports with a view to test the efficiency of 
the process. From the quarter so exposed he 
cut a small piece for further examination, in 
the belief that the meat constituted a part of 
the food supply of the expedition. The next 
day he cooked and ate the meat thus ob- 
tained. Soon after eating it he experienced 
certain symptoms—a burning sensation in the 
stomach, followed by nausea and vomiting— 
which recalled an experience on the frontier, 
in which, upon at least two occasions, precise- 
ly the same symptoms had followed the eat- 
ing of game, the decay of which it had been 
attempted to arrest by the use of a preserva- 
tive preparation composed of boric and sali- 
eylic acid. Although the results of using the 
beef in his own case had been so marked, the 
fact was not reported to superior authority 
with a view to such further investigation or 
action as. the necessities of ee case might 
seem to require, ’ ‘

In his subsequent examination of the re- 
frigerated beef, including that made on the 
Panama, he testifies to his belief in the use 
of the same preservative acids. He is less 
positive as to the method of their application, 
but uses the term “‘injected’’ as descriptive of 
the process which he believes to have been 
used in treating the beef. On the hospital 
transport Panama, of which he was the sur- 
geon in charge, and which left Ponce about 
September 1, 1898, he testifies that he sus- 
pected that the same chemicals had been used 
in preserving the beef, and that some broth, 
taken by him from a cauldron in the ship’s 
galley, was made from beef which he sus- 
pected had been thus chemically treated. 
There were two medical officers on board and 
several other commissioned officers, including 
the quartermaster and the commissary of the 
vessel, but to none of these were his suspi- 
cions communicated. No analysis was made, 
or attempted, with the means at hand in the 
hospital dispensary. 


A few days out from Ponce, the meat hav- 
ing become a source of danger by reason of 
its tainted condition, a board of survey was 
called and the beef was submitted to it for 
examination. The question of suspected 
chemical treatment was not referred to the 
board, which examined the meat and found it 
to be in an advanced stage of decomposition, 
and for that reason unfit for use, and its im- 
mediate destruction was recommended on that 
ground only. The report of the board was 
approved by Dr. Daly, and the beef thrown 
overboard in obedience to his orders. No 
special steps were taken to verify the fact 
that the broth was made from the refriger- 
ated beef—for the testimony shows that there 
was native beef in the refrigerator, and that 
it was being drawn upon for use, and no pre- 
cautions were taken to secure the identifica- 
tion of the samples. After his return to the 
United States he testifies that the solid con- 
tents of the broth were isolated, and the resi- 
duum was examined by him in Pittsburg, and 
found to contain traces of boric and salicylic 
acids. 


On the other hand, the testimony shows 
that the beef treated by the Powell process, 
which was declared by Dr. Daly to contain 
boric and salicylic acids, was, in fact, treated 
by fumigation, and the materials employed 
contained neither boric nor salicylic acid. The 
beef from which the broth was made on the 
Panama has not been positively identified as 
refrigerated beef, and the connection between 
the residuum of the sample taken from the 
ship’s cauldron and that analyzed by Dr. 
Clark has not been established to the satisfac- 
tion of the court. In respect to the written 
report submitted by Mr. Daly to the Major- 
General Commanding, which included the re- 
sults of his observations in respect to the 
chemical treatment of the beef, the testimony 
fails to show why the statements therein al- 
leged were not brought to the attention of 
superior authority with a view to an investi- 
gation of the suspicious circumstances and 
the application of a prompt and adequate 
remedy to any wrong which may have been 
developed as the result of such investigation. 
Nor does it appear why the Major-General 
Commanding, when such knowledge came into 
his possession, should have delayed so long in 
bringing it to the attention of the Preident 
and the Secretary of War. 
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THE FOOD SUPPLY AS 


EASE. 


A CAUSE OF DIS- 

In this branch of its inquiry it has been the 
endeavor of the court to obtain the testimony 
of surgeons, inspectors, and others who ac- 
companied the troops during the campaign in 
Cuba, whose duties were of such a nature as 
to bring them into close touch with both of- 
ficers and enlisted men, and whose experience 
qualified them to speak with authority upon 
this subject. The court has also obtained the 
testimony of the surgeons in charge of the 
general hospitals in the United States in 
which the sick who returned from Cuba and 
Porto Rico were received and cared for. The 
testimony thus elicited will be discussed un- 
der the following heads: 

1. What were the diseases which prevailed 
in the Fifth Army Corps at the time of its 
withdrawal to the United States? 

To what extent did such diseases pre- 
vail? 

3. What causes operated to produce them? 

4. To what extent did the food supply, 
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either in point of quality or sufficiency, enter 
is a determining cause of disease? 

he surgeons serving with the troops be- 
fore Santiago and those in charge of the gen- 
eral hospitals in the United States, including 
those at Montauk Point, agree in describing 
the diseases prevalent in the army as typhoid 
ind malarial fevers; dysentery, diarrhoea, and 
intestinal disorders of similar character are 
declared by them to have constituted but a 
small part of the cases which passed under 
their observation, amounting to from 15 to 20 
per cent, of the entire number treated. As to 
the extent to which the above-described 
diseases prevailed during the stay of the 
command in Cuba, the testimony is only too 
clear. Prior to the outbreak of the war the 
regiments constituting the regular military 
establishment were stationed at posts in the 
North and West, most of which had been se- 
lected with especial regard to their salubrity 
and freedom from unsanitary conditions. 

Although the troops arrived at Tampa in 
fine physical condition, there was some ener- 
vation as a result of their stay at that place, 
which was increased to some extent by their 
long detention on transports, during which, 
as adequate cooking facilities were not avail- 
able for their use, they were compelled to 
subsist for about seventeen days on an un- 
familiar and unpalatable travel ration. This 
was followed by the landing at Daiquiri and 
the difficult and toilsome advance upon Sib- 
oney and Santiago, through an almost im- 
passable jungle, culminating in the severe en- 
gagements of July 1 and 2 and the exhausting 
labors incident to siege operations conducted 
in a tropical climate at the most unfavorable 
season of the year. 

The clothing of the troops was inappropriate 
to the duty upon which they were engaged, 
and their food supply, by reason of inade- 
quate transportation facilities, was not only 
insufficient bu irregular. There were no re- 
serves and the length of the position occupied 
made it maintain the entire 
command on the firing line or to é¢mploy it in 
the construction of trenches. This resulted 
in an undue nervous strain upon both officers 
and men, which tended to their further debili- 
tation and unfitted them to resist the malarial 
influences to which they were exposed from 
the moment of their arrival at Daiquiri. 
Major Reade, Inspector-General of Kent’s di- 
vision, in describing this period of the cam- 
paign, says: 


necessary to 


They dug their own trenches; slept in them; 
endured the blazing, torrid, noonday sun, the 
unvarying rain storms each afternoon, and 
the chill night damps without shelter, save 
such as a dog tent afforded. Some ‘had blan- 
kets but no ponchos; some had the reverse; 
some had given up both to shroud the dead or 
to litter the wounded and sick, and all this 
time the quantity and quality of their nutri- 
ment was decreasing or deteriorating. Their 
reserve strength was exhausted—fortunately, 
not so entirely as the Spanish—but no earthly 
man cauld fail to show marked evidence of 
privation and hardship. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Miner, commanding the 
Sixteenth United States Infantry, under date 
of July 23, says: 

Since the landing of the regiment at Sib- 
oney, June 23, it has cheerfully endured al- 
most every hardship known to military life. 
Sickness has made inroads upon the strength 
and efficiency of the command. This is due 
to causes entirely beyond the control of the 
regimental commander. In the first. place, 
the rations here have been of .the most mea- 
ger Uescription. For weeks the command has 
subsisted upon bacon, hard-tack, sugar, and 
coffee. Canned meat was several times fur- 
nished, but without salt or vegetables. It 
had no savor, secant nutriment, and wag but 
little liked. Once three or four potatoes to 
a man were issued, and once an onion was 
given to about every two men. On several 
occasions soldiers were without anything to 
eat. It was impracticable always to boil 
water. In the trenches fires could not be 
lighted, and not only was the water unboiled, 
but the ration of bacon was eaten uncooked. 
They fought by day and dug trenches by 
night. The climate is hot. ine men were 


necessarily confined closely to their posts and 
to camp. Bathing facilities were lacking 
during most of the time. Facilities were lack- 
ing for change of underclothing. 

Under the fervid heat of a tropical sun, also 
in torrents of rain, they have marched, toiled, 
and fought on unsuitable rations. The close 
confinement in freshly dug trenches, the un- 
avoidable drinking of impure water, the lack 
of protection from rain, sun, and dew, and the 
sleeping in wet clothing on the ground in mud, 
swamp, and trenches, the enforced personal 
uncleanliness, have all contributed to render 
the men weak and unable to reist the fever 
and other diseases peculiar to hot climates. 
Every rule of hygiene has been unavoidably 
broken. That any should have survived 
only shows the excellent condition of the 
command at the beginning of the campaign. 
That many are now sick should cause no 
surprise. The stomach turns on a diet with- 
out vegetables, and the exposures the men 
have undergone have produced a fever from 
which few have escaped. All are weak and in 
no condition either for marching or fighting. 
The crying needs are for proper shelter from 
sun and rains and proper food. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Pope, the chief surgeon 
of the Fifth Army Corps, in discussing this 
subject in his report, says: 

During the latter part of July and August 
the tendency to diarrhea and dysentery be- 
came pronounced, although the diet of the 
troops had much improved and the water sup- 
ply was certainly no worse than it had been 
from the first. The majority of medical of- 
ficers regarded it as of malarial origin and 
treated it as such, and frequently with large 
rectal injections of quinine. Attempts were 
made to check its spread by recommending 
the use of boiled water for drinking purposes 
without favorable results, probably because 
the men preferred the disease to the remedy. 
At divisional hospital, No. 1, where boiled 
and filtered water was freely supplied, andl 
about all that was to be had, the incurrence 
of diarrhea and dysentery were almost un- 
known. Among the regiments the excuse for 
not furnishing boiled water was valid; the 
commands were, until very late, without the 
necessary kettles and cauldrons to heat the 
water. When the soldier had only his tin 
cup and ration can and a little fire of green 
twigs with which to cook his food, boiled 
water was omitted. 

The rapidity of increase in the sick list is 
indicated by the reports of effective strength 
of Kent’s division, which, on July 10, out of a 
total of 4442, had 214 sick; on July 15 the 
sick list had fallen to 200; on the 20th, how- 
ever, it had increased to 817, and on the 25th 
to 1142, and on the 3lst to 1148, over 35 per 
cent of the command. 

On August 1 the increase in the sick list of 
the Fifth Corps had become alarming, 
amounting on that day to a total of 4239, of 
which 3179 were fever cases. On August 38, 
General Shafter, having obtained the opin- 
ions of his division and brigade commanders 
and principal medical officers, reported to the 
Secretary of War that the proposed removal 
of the command to higher land at the end of 
the railroad was practically impossible. He 
also gave it as his opinion that— 


There is but one course to take, and that is 
to immediately transport the Fifth corps and 
the detached regiments that came with it to 
the United States. If it is not done, I be- 
lieve the death rate will be appalling. I am 
sustained in this view by every medical of- 
ficer present. I called together to-day the 
general officers and the senior medical officers 
and telegraph you their views. 

There is more or less yellow fever in almost 
every regiment .throughout the command. As 
soon as it develops they are sent to the hos- 
pital; but new cases arise, not very many, it 
is true, and it is of a mild type, but neverthe- 
less it is here. All men taken with it will, 
of course, have to be left and have to 
take their chances. Some will undoubtedly 
be taken sick on the ships and die, but the 
loss will be much less than if an attempt is 
made to move this army to the interior, which 
is now really an army of convalescents, at 
least 75 per cent. of the men having had ma- 
larial fever, and all so much weakened by 
the exposure and hardships which they have 
undergone that they are capable now of very 
little exertion. They should be put at once 
on all the transports in the harbor and not 
crowded at all, and this movement should be- 
gin to-morrow and be completed before the 
15th. All here believe the loss of life by doing 
this will be much less than if more time is 
taken. If the plan is adopted of waiting until 


the fever is stamped out, there will be then 
very few to move. There are other diseases 
which are prevailing—typhoid fever, dysen- 
tery, etc., and severe types of malarial fever 
—which are quite as fatal as yellow fever. 
The matter of moving this army has been 
placed before you, and you have the opinions 
of all the commanding officers and chief sur- 
geons, who fully agree with me as to the 
only course left open for the preservation of 
this army. 

The causes of disease have already been 
sufficiently indicated. The principal of these 
were, exposure to extreme alternations of 
daily temperature, to incessant downpours of 
rain, and to the malarial influences peculiar 
to the most dangerous portion of the island 
of Cuba at the unhealthiest season of the 
year. Lack of shelter from sun and rain, ir- 
regular, inadequate, and insufficient supplies 
of food, fuel, and clothing, due to want of 
transportation, also entered as contributory 
causes of the sudden and alarming increase of 
the sick report, which all accounts agree as 
having taken place between July 8 and 10, 
after the command had been subjected for 
some days to the fatigue and exposure inci- 
dent to the digging and manning of trenches, 
the maintenance of an outpost service, and 
the conduct of siege operations. 


That the sickness was due to particular ar 
ticles of the ration rather than to the char- 
acter and components of the ration itself and 
its general unsuitability to existing conditions 
is not clear, This is shown by the fact that 
although there was a very marked difference 
in the meat components of the ration issued 
to and used by the different commands in the 
army, the sick rate was very mucn tne same 
in all. Lawton’s division, for example, which 
subsisted largely upon bacon and used no 
eanned beef and but little refrigerated beef, 
suffered as seriously from sickness as Kent's 
division, which used the canned fresh meat 
and received also considerable quantities of 
refrigerated beef. Having regard, therefore, 
to the testimony adduced as to the causes 
which are admitted to have operated to pro 
duce intestinal disorders, such as the eating 
of tropical fruits, the use of unboiled and un- 
filtered water, malarial poisoning, the ex- 
posure to daily rains, and the considerable 
diurnal variations of temperature and the like, 
the court finds it impossible to conclude that 
either the canned fresh beef or refrigerated 
beef appeared to an appreciable extent as 
causes of intestinal disease. 


As to the effects of the food supply, having 
regard to both sufficiency and quality, it seems 
to be clearly established that the army ration 
as supplied, without modification, to the 
troops serving in the West Indies was by no 
means well adapted to use in a tropical cli- 
mate. If this be true the unfitness of the ra- 
tion should have manifested itself by its 
failure to keep the troops who subsisted upon 
it in the best possible condition for service in 
hot climates. This, in the opinion of the 
court, is fully established in evidence. The 
insufficiency of the food supply in Cuba and 
the irregularity attending its distribution, due, 
primarily, to a marked deficiency in trans- 
portation facilities and the condition of the 
weather and the roads, has already been re- 
marked upon. It is only necessary to say that 
both of these appeared, to some extent, as 
causes of disease among the troops who were 
thus insufficiently and irregularly subisted. 

In concluding this portion of the subject it 
is proper to observe that the history of two 
centuries teaches the lesson that troops ac- 
customed to serve in temperate climates can 
be employed in the tropics only at great risk 
of loss from diseases incident to the locality 
and latitude in which military operations are 
carried on; if sent in the sickly season the 
risk is augmented and the death rate soon 
becomes alarming. The experience gained 
and the losses incurred by the English expedi. 
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tions in the West Indies in the last century 
and those undertaken in India, China, and 
Africa have been repeated in those sent by 
France to Santo Domingo, Mexico, Cochin 
China, and Madagascar. In General Scott's 
campaign in Mexico the losses from disease 
alone exceeded 33 per cent. of the effective 
strength of the forces under his command. 
In a single regiment of Indiana volunteers 
which entered the service 1000 strong, and 
which was not engaged in battle, but 400 re- 
turned to the State to muster out. 

During a certain period subsequent to the 
capture of the City of Mexico American sol- 
diers dying of disease were buried at the rate 
of 1000 per month; 3000 were buried at the 
Castle of Perote, and the total loss by disease 
alone has been estimated at 10,000. In July, 
1741, an English force of 5000 men under 
Admiral Vernon landed at Guantanamo and 
attempted to advance in the direction of San- 
tiago, with a view to its capture. The resist- 
ance encountered was stubborn, but might 
eventually have been overcome. Not so, 
however, the fatigue, exhaustion and disease 
to which the troops were exposed from the 
moment of their landing, in consequence of 
which the expedition was finally abandoned, 
leaving over 2000 English dead in the vicinity 
of Guantanamo, The experience of the United 
States troops in the same theater of opera- 
tions, and under the same adverse climatic 
conditions, forms no exception to the inevita- 
ble rule that armies sent into the Tropics 
must pay the price of the invasion in human 
life. If it was the popular will that the 
wrongs suffered by a neighboring people were 
so grievous as to make it necessary to employ 
a portion of the military forces of tie United 
Stutes in obtaining their redress, the experi- 
ence of this campaign will be sure to illustrate 
at what expense of life and health the wrong 
hus been remedied. 





EXPORTS OF CHEESE AND CANDLES TO 
THE PHILIPPINES AND WEST INDIES. 


Sinee Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippines 
have come under the régime of the United 
States, says United States Consul 8S. Listoe, 
at Rotterdam, there have been exported from 
this consular district to. these new- posses- 
sions large quantities of cheese and candles. 
During the past six months (October 1 to 
March 31), there have been issued at this 
consulate and the agency at Sehiedam two 
hundred and thirty-eight invoiees for the 
islands named, and, with the exception of a 
few shipments of gin, these invoices have 
mostly covered shipments of cheese and can- 
dies. To Cuba, there have been shipped 
514,974 pounds of cheese and 44,000 pounds 
of candles; and to Porto Rico, 121,682 pounds 
of cheese and 435,188 pounds of condles. To 
Manila a considerable quantity of these two 
articles has also been shipped, but the exact 
amount can not be ascertained, as invoices for 
the Philippines are not always taken out, 
merchants here claiming it is unnecessary. 

The cheese has principally been of the 
“Edam” and “Gouda” varieties, and the can- 
“les mostly the ordinary stearin articles for 
domestic use, 

I report these facts for the reason that I 
know that cheese very much resembling the 
varieties named is made in the United States, 
and it appears to me there might be a chance 
for American cheese and candle manufactur- 
ers to find a market for their product in the 
islands. There might perhaps also be a 
chance for enterprising Americans to estab- 
lish dairies and cheese factories there. In 
orto Rico and some parts of Cuba, there is 
reported to be plenty of fine and nourishing 
grass and other food for cattle; and even if 
ther should be certain obstacles for the dairy- 
mun to overcome on account of the climate, 


I have no doubt that American enterprise will 
be equal to the task. There is no reason 
why Americans should not supply the West 
Indian Islands and the Philippines with cheese 
and various articles, which are now imported 
from the Netherlands and other European 
countries, 





MEAT CANNING. 


(Written for The National Provisioner and Copy- 
righted.) 
NO. XIII. 
Ox-Tail Soup. 

After selecting the tails, wash them well 
in clear, cold water, and cut up in small 
pieces, dividing the tails at the joints. Cook 
the pieces for 20 minutes in boiling water. 
The scum which forms on the surface while 
cooking should be carefully skimmed off. 
After cooking the requisite time, remove the 
knuckles and separate the meat from the 
bones. The tails should be cooked sufficiently 
so that this is easily accomplished. 

Make a soup, for filling the can, as follows: 
To 25 gallons beef essence add 25 gallons 
jelly. 1% gallons mushroom catsup and 4 
pounds salt. Make 10 pounds flour into a thin 
batter; put it through a sieve and stir the 
mixture well while adding this batter slowly 
to it. 

Season the soup with 8 ounces white pep- 
per, 2 ounces ground nutmeg, 2 ounces mace, 
1 ounce ground cloves, and 2 pounds sugar. 
Boil all the ingredients together in a jacketed 
kettle until the soup is ready to put into cans. 
In the two-pound cans put 4 ounces meat and 
then fill the cans with the prepared soup to 
weigh 2 pounds 1 ounce. 

Wipe the cans well and cap them, leaving 
the vents open, then place on racks and put 
into retort. Process the cans for 1 hour and 
30 minutes at 3 pounds pressure, with retort 
exhaust closed. When the time required for 
this has elapsed, shut off the steam, blow off 
the pressure slowly and remove the cans. 
Stop the vents quickly and return cans to re- 
tort, where they are boiled off for 1 hour and 
45 minutes at 9 pounds pressure. The cans 
are withdrawn from the retort at the end of 
the required time, and run to the shower 
room, where they are showered until cool. 
They are then sent to the wash room and 
finally to the labeling room.

Bucks Barren Island Bill. 


Gov. Roosevelt declines to sign the Barren 
Island Nuisance Bill after the Mayor refused 
to sign it, and the Legislature passed it over 
Mayor Van Wyck’s veto. The Governor halts 
for his own reasons. He says: 

_ “I do not intend to sign it, simply because 
it takes effect at once, and provides no time 
in which to devise another method of dispos- 
ing of the garbage of New York City, If the 


bill had been passed so as to take effect No 
vember 1, I would sign it at once. The mis- 
take on the part -of the city is its effort to 
make profit out of its garbage. I desire to 
give emphatic warning that if the abuses con- 
tinue this summer I éehall send in an emerg- 
ency message at the beginning of the next ses 
sion of the Legislature, asking that a bill be 
passed, wiping out the plants by May 1. So 
the city authorities may take notice.” 


MEAT EXPORTS FROM NEW ZEALAND. 

The Secretary of Agriculture for New Zea 
land, in his report for 1898, states that the 
shipments of frozen meat from that colony 
during the year ending 31st March, 1898, 
amounted to 1,736,546 carcases of mutton, 
1,258,658 carcases of lamb, and 69,494 cwts. 
of beef. These figures show considerable in- 
creases over the previous year. The total 
weight of the mutton and lamb was 1,368,668 
ewts., valued at £1,545,769, as compared with 
£1,142,312 in 1896-7. The export of lamb is 
being increased rapidly, and it is anticipated 
that it will shortly exceed that of mutton. The 
beef was valued at £74,406. 

It is stated that reports from London: show 
that the meat was generally in good condi 
tion on arrival, and that claims for damages 
were fewer. The prices ruling for lamb were 
reported to be very low, and it is thought that 
heavy losses must have resulted. The freighis 
charged per Ib. for carriage were Yd. or 4d. 
for mutton, and 44d. or 5d. for beef, accord 
ing to season, while lamb was a little dearer 
(9-16d. and 13-16d.), with 10 per cent. prim 
age, and a rebate of 5 per cent.—London Ment

A QUIET AND FIRM MARKET. 


It has been a broken week in business here. 
The Exchange two days, 
over the Decoration Day holidays, and the 
intermitted trading on that account would 
be a reason in part for the dullness that has 
characterized affairs. But form this 
there was no reason to expect that Continent 
exporters were any more willing to buy. how 
ever a little more urgent the English demand. 
The French markets have not as yet felt the 
need of replenishing supplies at all freely, and 
the markets while held fairly firm 
are figuring more on small lots. There has 
been, however, a little gathering up of thes 
small offered from stock, 
both on English and Continental account, and 
with this disposition to buy, influenced by the 
“bargains” that offered as compared 
with any possibility of securing larger quan- 
tities, as well from a firm tone of the Eng- 
lish markets. Thus it stands that there is 
a market for these small lots on dock at 4c 
to le under the prices asked for more impor- 
tant parcels, while any effort to buy the more 
material quantities would undoubtedly 
them higher at once. It is a singular season 
in this respect that large lots could not be had 
at near the prices made for the small quanti- 
ties, while the latter make the nominal market 
range in the absence of more important 
trading. Then again the prices for these 
small lots vary a little, according as instruc- 
tions come along to “close them out at once,” 
or as distinct from permitting the receiver to 
use his own judgment over holding. A mat- 
ter of %c or even lec per gallon the winding 
up of the season’s business and the anxiety 
of the mills to get their accounts closed for 
a year, is of little consideration with many 
of them, and particularly so this year, which 
has been unusually satisfactory to most of 
them, since they have been more than ordi- 
narily favored in getting their seed all right 
to the prices of the oil, as most of it had 
been obtained before the advance in oil. 
There are, however, fewer of these small lots 
arriving and daily holders of more important 
quantities are in better position to feel ef- 
fects of renewed buying interest. Even small 
lots of oil are now pretty well out of the 
hands of the mills; there are, however, some 
parcels still held in the Valley and even along 
nearer sections that await better conditions 
for marketing than those prevailing. It is 
doubtful, however, if prime oil could be had 
in any material quantity anywhere at the 
South in the hands of the mills, while there 
is not much of it at the Southern seaboard, 
although good off grade is available in the lat- 
ter direction moderately, and where it com- 
mands a fair price. Each week now makes 
the quality poorer of the grades of crude on 
offer at the mills, and their supply in conse- 
quence has been greatly reduced latterly, 
while there is hardly at present more than 
an occasional small lot of prime crude re- 
ceived at marketable points. Some of the 
mills which had refined their crude are hold- 
ing a limited stock, and which is much less 
than ever before at the winding up of a sea- 
son, while this ig mainly grades under prime.

TALLOW.—Exporters have not as yet fol 
lowed the market up to the higher basis of 
4%c for city in hhds., which had been held in 
the previous week, on the then limited quan 
tities to be had for prompt delivery and not 
an abundant offering for near future deliv 
But most of the melters were in 
creasingly firm this week, and with the be 
ginning of negotiations for the week, which 
upon Wednesday as the previous two 
days had been holidays over Decoration Day, 
and the Exchange was closed. But on 
Wednesday the London auction sale came td 
higher, while it showed three-quarters sold 
out of 1800 casks offered. The city melters, 
as a rule, thought then that there was a better 
chance of getting the 4%c price, but there 
was one lot of 100 hhds, on offer at that time 
at 45¢c, and it failed of sale. The shippers 
could not be brought to talk openly over 4c, 
although possibly they would have paid 
49-16ce, while for a special lot they offered 
45,c. While the situation is strong, and there 
is a possibility that melters’ views may yet be 
paid, yet it looks to a portion of the trade as 
though the question of the outside price be 
ing reached will depend a good deal upon the 
urgency of shippers’ wants; if exporters are 
in a position to keep out of the market for a 
week or two, and try that policy for that 
length of time, they may be able to shake a 
little of the confidence now prevailing, as nat- 
urally each week brings an increased offering 
from melters’ hands.

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FRENCH HIDES FROM ENGLISH 
PORTS. 


Washington, June 1.—The Treasury De- 
partment has acknowledged the receipt from 
the State Department of a letter written from 
Paris by the United States consul in that city, 
saying that French dealers are sending hides 
of neat cattle, the product of France, to Eng- 
land and having them declared for export to 
the United States as of English origin. The 
Treasury Department allows the importation 
of hides without disinfection from only three 
countries, Great’ Britain, Nerway and 
Sweden, on account of the fear that disease 
will be transmitted. 

“If, therefore,” said Secretary Gage, in re- 
plying to the communication from the State 
Department, “French moist hides have been 
shipped to the United States from English 
ports under the guise of English abattoir 
hides, it would seem that shippers have been 
making false declarations, that United States 
consular officers in England have not exer- 
cised sufficient care and watchfulness in the 
authentication of invoices of such shipments, 
and that the official veterinarians have either 
acted in a perfunctory manner in issuing their 
certificates without inquiry as to the origin of 
the hides or have been guilty of laches. I 
would suggest that the attention of the con- 
sular officers be at once called to the matter, 
with instructions to carefully serutinize all in 
abattoir hides and to refuse au 
thentication unless satisfied beyond a doubt 
as to the English origin thereof and the cor 
rectness of the certificates of the official veter 
inarians.”

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FROZEN CHICKENS THIRTEEN THOUSAND 
MILES. 


‘The Australian poultry merchants and grow- 
ers are shipping frozen poultry into the Eng- 
lish market in large quantities. It is an 
odd-looking anomaly to walk into a country 
market in England in April and May when 
the farmers and country people bring in their 
cartioads of fat spring chickens and find them 
in a hardy competition with frozen birds 
which have been frozen in the earlier spring 
in Australia. Spring down in the antipodes 
is September, October, November, and, for a 
chicken, December. January and February 
find them frozen and on the ocean for Eu- 
rope. March, April and May find them com- 
peting in the consumers’ market in England 
with the native chick, which has arrived at 
boiling size. Cold storage and fast steamers 
bring the whole world together and dump it 
down The Britisher, with his 
home spring and his antipodean spring has 
six months of spring weather. Then with 
the enterprising genius the motherland sends 
tou colonial fields must expect to have 
their ingenuity and enterprise bring the pos- 
sibilities of this remote land and lay the pro- 
duct at her door in competition with her 
home-grown stuff. 

When asked why Australian frozen chick- 
ens were enabled to compete everywhere in 
the British market, a country poulterer said:

“You see, we simply can not get the chick- 
ens in the district. There are none to be 
had, and the nearest thing to a chicken at 
present is a last year’s pullet. Of course, 
these pullets have laid their one batch of 
eggs, and are not what is considered first-class 
poultry, and a good housekeeper would not 
dure to roast one for a dinner party.” 


Kven in better times this competition rules. 
A Londoner, commenting upon the South Sea 
competition of frozen poultry with native 
stuff, and the local cause which makes this 
possible, says: 


“I happen to live in a county where they 
will not even have a creamery, in case the 
promoters should perchance make a profit; so 
one does not expect that a fattening establish- 
ment would be looked upon with any partic- 
ular favor. It is, however, certain that fat- 
tening establishments are inseparable from 
large production in table poultry, and on the 
other hand, large supplies of chickens ase 
inseparable conditions for the success of the 
fattening establishments. 

“Personally, | think we might improve on 
the ordinary fattening establishments so- 
called, as many persons do not care about the 
fattened fowl; but whether the birds are fin- 
ished off in the fattening coop or in hardier 
methods, we must have the chickens, and it 
would be far better if only farmers could 
agree about it, to have thousands of chickens 
reared up to ten weeks old up and down the 
farms, and then be brought in at that age 
for some more personal attention for the final 
finishing off.” 


As a matter of fact science is reaping its 
rewards from a market standpoint. So few 
people appreciate the fact that a really first- 
elass article has a ready sale at higher price, 
und that properly reared and fattened poultry 
to which has been imparted the sweetness of 
careful feeding will outsell haphazzard stuff 
dragged up any sort of way. Cold storage is 
yradnally distributing the food of the world 
und equalizing its food conditions. 





Retail Prices ia Oregon.

AMONG THE ASSOCIATIONS. 


The members of the Retail Butchers’ As- 
sociation of Albany, N. Y., are putting in 
giant strokes for their big picnic, which will 
be held early in June. More than $300 worth 
of prizes will be given away during the day. 
Besides the ordinary features there will be 
a vaudeville performance in the afternoon 
and evening. The talent for this will be se- 
eured in New York City. The officers are: 
DeWitt C. Fredenrich, president; Louis Book- 
heim, financial secretary; John Spencer, vice- 
president; Joseph Wiley, treasurer; and Chas. 
MeNearl, recording secretary. 

The Butchers’ and Marketmen’s Association 
of Rhode Island revived the old-time custom 
of parading. Their big parade at Providence 
Thursday of last week was a refreshing af- 
fair. The route of march was: Up Westmin- 
ster to Jackson, through Jackson to Broad- 
way to Courtland, through Courtland to 
Westminster, Westminster to Bridgham, 
through Bridgham to Broad, down Broad and 
Weybosset to Exchange, to South Main, to 
Infantry Hall, where dinner was served, after 
which music by the Hedly-Livesey band and 
speaking by invited guests was the order. 

The grocers of Columbus, O., are set in their 
purpose to keep the meat and grocery stores 
in that city closed on Sunday. Some wished 
to keep open until 9 a. m. This was over- 
ruled, and the hide and fast rule fixed. 

The butchers of Evanston, Ind., are crowd- 
ing the grocers against the wall. They have 
filed a petition with the City Council asking 
that the grocers who sell game, oysters, lard, 
and pickled or dried meats, be required to pay 
the same license as that which the butchers 
have to pay. The amount of the tax is $10 
per year. 





Butcher Co-Operation in Louisiana. 


The butchers of New Orleans, who slaugh- 
ter beef locally, are surcharged with griev- 
ances against the city authorities and the 
abattoir peeple. They pay more for meat 
now than they did six years ago. They say 
that they have to pay too much for beeves. 

The fault lies, they say, with the system 
employed by the Crescent City Slaughter- 
House Company, who control the slaugthering 
business of New Orleans. The remedy they 
suggest is an additional slaughter-house, 
owned and operated by the butchers. This 
slaughter-house must be co-operative, and by 
it, it is claimed by the men who sell meat for 
a living, the public will be supplied with bet- 
ter meat and at a price that is more reason- 
able. 


A meeting was held at No. 10 Exchange 
alley by butchers interested in the project, 
and the plan to build an additional slaughter- 
house, independent of the Crescent City, was 
gone over. Steps were taken to interest the 
butchers not present in the movement. There 
are at present about 135 independent butch- 
ers doing business in New Orleans in addi- 
tion to the number engaged in the business in 
the public markets. It was claimed at the 
meeting that all these men would willingly 
help the matter along, and the men present 
said they would act to get a co-operative 
movement started among the meat men. 

At the meeting John Beoubay presided. 
Speeches were made in favor of the project 
by L. Lassus, J. Abedie, J. Tougurs and 
others. 

It is seriously felt by the meat market men 
of New Orleans that something must be done 
to enable them to carry on their business 6uc- 
cessfully. As it is now they buy the beefes 
on the hoof and have them slaughtered below 
the city, the killing costing them $2 for each 
head of cattle. The profits, they say, in the 
meat business are made by the sale of the 
hides, tallow, horus aud other portions of the 


cow that cannot be used for meat. The 
business as carried on with the consumer does 
not pay more than a living. If a slaughter 
house, built and run on the plan they advo- 
cate, could be erected the consumer could get 
the benefit of the cheapened process. Then 
they would be relieved of what they term is 
a monopoly. 

Another thing the meeting decided to do was 
to endeavor to form an alliance between the 
butchers of the public markets and the pri 
vate ones for mutual protection. At present 
the public markets have a well-organized as 
sociation, and the private markets will eu 
deavor to affiliate with them. This will prob 
ably be effected before another meeting is 


held. 





Eggs by the Train Load. 

The matter of a train load of eggs is not 
an every day occurrence even in this era of 
big things. Ten years ago no one would have 
believed such a thing possible. Now it 
frequent A solid train load of 
eggs started Hast from Kansas City last 
week. It was headed for Springfield, Mass. 
It was the property of a cold storage wure 
house. The train consisted of ten refrigerator 
ears. Each car contained 450 cases of eggs, 
and each case held 360 eggs. Lengthened 
into further detail the consignment is like 
this: 600 feet of train holding 4,500 cases 
which contained 1,620,000 eggs. The hens 
of Kansas farmyards laid these eggs since 
March or thereabouts, as the cold storage 
warehouse in which they were placed was 
only completed the middle of April. This 
warehouse will hold 14,580,000 eggs. How 
curious this reads to the old man when con 
trasted with the times when he was a boy!

The trade has aleo had to 
fight unusual battles because of the ceaseless 
rise in the price of meat. All of these things 
have tended to more seriously impress the 
market man with the past and the present 
burden of the deadbeat, the delinquent, the 
lax garnishee law, and. the trading stamp. 
To these may be added other troubles, for 
many of which the unbrotherly butcher is re- 
sponsible. Accumulated in a lump and 
pushed right into the face of the retailer these 
unjust things, further weighted by the hard 
times, have forced the meat men to take 
stronger views of necessary legislation, and to 


make new and stronger resolves for the ac- 
complishment of the needed ends. The ten- 
dency of all this has been to make association 
men think and think hard. The result will be 
that the serious leaders among these thinkers 
will meet and get right down to the bed rock 
of the necessary remedies for all these evils 
and put forward a most serious effort to form- 
ulate the needed relief. These conditions, and 
such men will make the present State Con- 
vention a serious one, and an important one 
from many association standpoints. 

The defeated trading stamp bill must be 
whipped into new life. The wife-responsible- 
for-the-husband’s-debt bill will have to be put 
on a new schedule. 

The relation of the wholesaler to the re- 
taile in the matter of supplying hotels, restau- 
rants, ete., will be gone into. 

Some questions of organization will be ven- 
tilated, and much improvement in association 
work is expected. 

The dead-beat and uniform prices will be 
handled for sensible reason of “hitting” on a 
plan, or at better unity. 

The whole field of co-operation will be 
looked into, both as to results and its future 
possibilities. The associations and individual 
butchers have joined hands in various parts 
of the country to pool their materials and di- 
vide their profits. The New York Butchers’ 
Calfskin Association blazed the way for the 
New York Butchers’ Fat Melting Association. 
These led the way for the Watertown co- 
operative rendering plant. The Rochester As- 
sociation followed in another field, viz., ice 
making, and Utica herself took a tilt at the 
trading stamp fiends with a co-operative stamp 
measure of her own. The butchers of Louis- 
ville, Ky., and of Memphis, Tenn., as well as 
others in various cities of the United States, 
have combined their materials and efforts in 
either the fat melting, hide and skin, abat- 
toir, or ice making field. The butcher mind 
is looking hard at the by-product, and the 
State Convention at Utica next week will go 
over the field in an advisory way. It might 
well be said that the co-operation effort felt 
in New York State since Mst June was due 
to the advisory councils of the last State Con- 
vention, which met in President Comerford’s 
own beautiful city of Rochester. 

Utica is noted, like the hostess of last year. 
for her open hospitality and her generous peo- 
ple. There arose a sort of pride among the 
delegation from that city last year, to make 
the convention of next year as pleasant, if 
not a pleasanter, memory than its predecessor. 
To that end the Uticans have been laboring. 
The efforts of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments have been so successful that President 


Whiffen and Secretary E. W. Reusswig of 
the Utica Association, now feel that the 
whole time of the convention members will 


be taken up with red-hot business and pleas- 
ures which will cause them to remember their 
entertainers for a long time. Dinners, rides, 
banquets and youthful frivolities of a pleas- 
ant order will chain their stay from one phase 
of merriment and enjoyment to another while 
at Utica. While President James Comerford 
will be on hand to drive the convention coach 
through the sessions, Secretary Haley, who is 
also National Secretary and Secretary of the 
Eastern Association of the National Associa- 
tion, has had an enormous amount of matter 
to attend to.
